By reason of the strict inspection 
of the census, which covered sev- 
enty counties, aud the requirements 
that tbe scholastic cepsus returns 
this year be made on blanks signed 
by the parenta or guardians, the 
census was cut down, in aplte 01 tbe 
normal increase in the scholastic 
population, to the extend that 
$8,086.05 monhly wast trimmed 
from the distribution to rural school 
and |;!,G28.21 froifl the city schools, 
rhis money is distributed in a pro 
ata apportionment ot |4 per cap- 
ital, and the elimination of oames 
improperly placed on he census re- 
uttrng has saved to the school fund 
1 4 annually tor each one, amount- 
ing in the six months' term to ap- 
proximately $70,000. This year it 
requires around $391,000 the month 
for the rural schools, and If the de- 
-artment can see Its way clear to 
ucreasing its surplus about the pro 
ata apportionment to this amount 
he extra month will be added to 
le 1914-16 school year.

.Michigan, in an address before the 
American Road fongress here to- 
day. "Good roads play an Important 
part in our . religion. With good 
roads we will have fewer and betUr 
churches and fewer and better min- 
isters." he continued. 

"Good roads and education go 
hand in hand. In New England, 
where good roads have been built 
extensively in the la.st few years, 
the ratio of illiteracy is small. In 
States where but few good roads 
have been built, the lliiKTaiy ratio 
Is higher. 

"In many localities In this State 
It is absolutely impossible for the 
chll(^ren to attend school when the 
weat ^fc^s bad, because the roads 
are impassable." 

Declaring the loss by reason of 
bad roads wlii( li everywhere lessen 
the jtrofllB of industry, iiK reuse the 
cost of living and biTrd-n hiisliiess 
enterprises, amounts to millions of 
dollars anuualy tbe congress adopt- 
ed resolutions favoring the creation 
of a National Department ov Pub- 
lic Works.

Been Per«lBtent for Fifteen Veare. 



Frankfort, Ky.— (Special)— The et 
forts to secure .i lieiier sysleni of laxa 
lion for Kennnk.v have been [ler- 
sistent for llfteen yciirs but owinn to 
tlw Ironclad reslrictloiiB iu the stale 
constitution It Is exceedingly dlfflcult 
to secure any change. 

Tas commlSBlons have repeatedly 
been appointed by authority of the 
legislatures and these commissions 
hare unanimously condemned the gen- 
eral property tax which was adopted 
by the last consiiluilonal convention 
and as the ho^ is constitullonal it has 
been impoHnble for the legislature 
alone to repeal it. 

However, tbe last general asseii. ly 
undertook to amend the consiituiioa 
BS provided by law and this amend 
ment win have to be ratlHed by the 
people at tbe November election and 
If it falls to carry It cannot be voted 
on again for another Bve years. 

The effect of the present law Is to 
drive people and money from this state 
and to prevent other people and money 
trom coinlnn in and buildlnK up our 
industries. 

This Is how the Kenvriil property 
tax Is regarded hy ouisiders us Indi- 
cated in a report of a commission ap- 
pointed in another state and it ap- 
plies in all respects to our present 
tax system. 

"The personal property ux is a 
farce. It falls Inevitably upon the 
comparatively few who are caught. 
The burden It Imposes upon produc- 
tion Is out of all proportion to the 
revenue It produces. 

■ Year afjer >e.ir slale and local as- 
sessiiiK IjoardH have denounced it a« 
inipraclicable in Its workliiKS and un- 
just in its results. These recom 
Viendations have for the most imrl 
passed unheeded or have led lo In- 
effeotual attempts to bolster up the 
law. It la time the situation whu 
faced squarely, and the tat in iu 
present form abolished. 

"So far as the personal property 
tax attempts to' reach intangible forms 
of wealth. Us administration la so 
comical as lo have become a byword. 

Such a inelhod of «ollectin(t 
revenue would 1"- a seriuus menace 
to democratic institutions were it not 
so generally recognized as a bowling 
farce. 

'But it is not a farce to' those who 
are fully asBessed. These sre chleay 
the widows and orphans who ar« 

caught when their property is listed 
nt the probate court, farmers, retail 
merchants and others. Im urporated or 
unincorporated, with .siocks of goods, 
.ind llie .sm.ill invi i-iors «ho are nut 
skillful enough to make nun-taxable 
investments." 

The state referred to has changed 
its tax system and already the receipts 
from taxation have Increased enor- 
mously and the peculiar effect of it 
has been to lower the taxes on lands 
iiud Improvements by securing a great- 
er revenue from personal property 
whic h liad formerly produced little or i 
uo return;;. ! 

Kentucky niu.sl increase its n-vcnnes I 
to keep up its schools ami jjulilic in < 
stilulloiiH and il would lie inaiiili-sily 
unfair to make the piojieriy at preM.-ni

Can we afford to neglect this ureiit 
question and yet hope to comiM ie with 
neighboring states which are less fa 
vored than ours naturally but have 
the advantage of cheap money and low 
taxes? 

If tho amendment falls to curry Ihe 
next eensus will show that Kentucky 
has moved down another peg or so In 
Its standing among the states and 
those at present paying taxes will in- 
evitably have to pay more on the 
same properly while olbers will es- 
cape by hidiiiK iheir parsoiial property 
from lbs assessorB.
